TO FATAL TRAGEDY 


Jenny Perry, Age 10, Sees Man Stab 


Her Aunt/ Mrs. Therese Perry, 


And Tells Police 


MURDEDER STILL AT LARGE

"Tonight you are going to die." 


Ten-year-old Jenny Jenell Perry 


today told police she heard Albert 
Smith, 32, say this to her aunt, Mrs. 
Therese Perry, 42, as he kissed her 
passionately, and then fatally stab- 
bed her in the throat and breast. 


The child said she was on the 


stairwav landing last night in her 
aunt's home. Frozen with terror she 
said she saw the knife flash*in, the 
Hflit. ajid watched Smith disappear 
through a window, after breaking 
the glass in his haste. 


The girl and her aunt were prepar- 


ing to retire "when they heard a 
knock '-at the front door, she said. 
When she saw it was Smith who was 
insanely jealous of her, Mrs. Perry 
said: 


"Now you go away from here. 'I 


am under the 
care of a 
doctor 


and I have had the telephone con- 
ne^eted so that I can call the police 
if..you attempt to get in." 


Smith formerly roomed with Mrs. 


Perry. He had served a sentence of 
45 days_on the Indiana State farm 
on a charge" of-assault and -battery 
with intent to kill Mrs. Perry. 


According to his brother, Smith 


borrowed $8 from him after the time 
of the 
• slaying, saying that he was 


leaving town.' 


Police have, been unsuccessful in 


locating the man.

cept, incorporated cities and towns; 
an increase of 25 percent on all lots 
'and -lands and 25 percent on all im- 
provements in all incorporated cities 
and towns; an increase of 30 per- 
cent on all personal property in the 
city of Rnshville; an increase on all 
personal property in all other cities 
and towns of 00 percent." 


Carthage and Glenwood were hit 


the hardest,'being the only incorpor- 
ated towns in the county outside of 
Kushville. The 'horizontal increase 
was put on to equalize assessments 
and make the taxes of all taxpayers 
in the county more nearly equal.
